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THE WELFARE OF BUILDING OPERATIVES 


Az. hardly an imaginative example of the 
printer’s art, the New Memorandum of the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service on the subject of the 
Welfare of Building Operatives, recently reported in this 
journal,* is written with the realisation of the necessity 
for improved conditions for workmen engaged on work of 
national importance at this time. The Ministry share 
with the directing and contracting parties the common 
interest of “ Rapid and Satisfactory Progress.” Theirs 
is the constant and ever-increasing difficulty of meeting 
the contractors’ call for labour. The Uniformity Agree- 
ment may provide the means to transport labour to where 
it is needed most, but it requires considerable thought and 
advance preparation on the part of the architect, the 
engineer and the contractor to produce those conditions 
on site conducive to maximum output. A high per- 
centage “ labour turnover ” indicates to the Ministry bad 
conditions ; to the contractor it denotes loss of production. 

It is not proposed to consider the recommendations of 
the Memorandum in much detail, but rather to envisage 
the means by which at least the minimum standards 
desired by the Ministry can be attained. The Order, 
although it enables legally binding directions to be given, is 
specifically referred to in the Memorandum on but rare 
occasion, from which it may be inferred that the initiative 
with regard to the provision of facilities is expected from 
the contractor. : 

In so far as the responsibility for the good conduct of 
the contractor is at all times vested in the architect or 
engineer, then, most especially by reason of their greater 
imaginative power and ability to plan, the problem demands 
their attention. It is the purpose of any Form of Contract 
entered into between employer and contractor to define 
as clearly as possible the commitments which are entered 
into between the two parties. If an advance is to be made 
and some determined standard of welfare facilities pro- 
vided, it is the duty of the architect or engineer to indicate 
to the contractor at the time of tendering the nature and 
extent of these facilities, so that the contractor may make 
due allowance for such provision at the time of tendering, 
later to be embodied in the conditions of contract. 


Although seldom accused of philanthropy, the contractor 
who has been successful in tendering for work without a 
realisation of the steps necessary to provide full amenities 
may find himself, without incurring serious financial loss, 
unable to face up to this commitment. 

In so many of the schemes being embarked on at the 
present time in connection with the dispersal or creation of 
new industries, there is the integral problem of the pro- 
vision of workers’ hostels. Herein by the early construc- 
tion of such hostels, with canteens and other social amenities, 
lies an economic solution likely to fulfil the standard of 
_ accommodation required by the Ministry. Such a pro- 
gramme has not always been followed. 

Acceptance of the view that the architect or engineer 
shares jointly with the contractor the responsibility with 
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regard to welfare throws a new light on the intment 
of the Welfare Officer. The Order provides the ap- 
pointment of such an officer by the contractor, whose 
responsibility it will be to see that a reasonably good 
standard is obtained, but it is earlier stressed in the 
Memorandum that these arrangements shall be made 
in advance of building operations. Little time is often 
allowed to the contractor in which to commence work. 
The architect or engineer, being in possession of essential 
facts long in advance of the contractor, will prepare 
drawings or otherwise issue instructions to be put into 
effect by the contractor immediately the contract is let. 
The welfare officer will then require to -attend to the 
details of the facilities, and to ensure that a standard 
of accommodation is maintained rather than be established 
at the beginning of the contract. 


On target cost or similar contracts at least it would seem 
that the welfare officer might well be appointed by the 
architect or engineer. He would in this way exercise 
unquestioned authority to ensure compliance with the 
Ministry requirements. The contractor's t at site 
has his own more pressing problems and would, no doubt, 
be glad to be relieved of this responsibility. 

Whether appointed by engineer or contractor, one 
cannot too strongly stress that the welfare officer must be 
of such a calibre that will provide energy, initiative and 
tact, to ensure the satisfactory working of the scheme. 

Dealing with the detailed recommendations, there is 
little which appears to be overlooked. It is noteworthy 
that in practice, first aid duties appear to attract 
a suitable type of custodian, who will see that boxes are 
well stocked, and who is able to give aid when required. 
No doubt the voluntary ambulance organisations have to 
be thanked for the availability of such persons. If A.R.P. 
shelters form part of the project, then they should be 
built in the initial stages. If not, then open trenches 
must serve and “ Jim Crow ” be found a point of vantage. 
Four hundred cubic feet per person for sleeping accommoda- 
tion may not be necessary in war-time, when a little addi- 
tional ventilation and more careful planning will provide 
equal advantages. Double bunks are to many a novelty, 
but they can be quite comfortable. 

The appointment of an experienced foreman to safe- 
guard general safety regulations will not necessarily prove 
effective. The foreman timberman will have his own views 
as to the safety of his timbering in deep excavation. He 
will look to that as his own responsibility, and may even 
resent an expression of opinion from one without ex- 
perience of his trade. 

It is not felt, however, that the standards laid down 
are intended as hard-and-fast ions, but rather as a 
guide to the uninitiated. In fact, the lack of other than 
the most rudimentary facilities on many sites would 
indicate the forbearance of the Ministry in this direction. 
It is to be hoped that the Memorandum may herald a fuller 
appreciation of the problem of providing more adequate 
welfare facilities for building operatives from all parties 


concerned.

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NOTES AND NEWS 


Cracks in Southwark Cathedral. 

Sovurnwakk Cathedral has been 
damaged by German bombs on two occa- 
sions. During a recent raid the blast 
from a bomb which fell in the road near 
the cathedral broke most of the stained- 
glass windows. In an attack some 
months ago a bomb buried itself in the 
ground just outside the lady chapel. This 
‘at first was believed to be a delayed- 
action bomb; but it was found that it 
had burst underground. It was not till 
recently that cracks were noticed in the 
east wall of the cathedral, no doubt as a 
eonsequence of the underground explo- 
sion. This injury to the fabric may well 
prove to be more serious than that caused 
in the more recent attack. 

Though the stained glass destroyed was 
all modern or of the last century, much 
of it was of interest as part of the series 
of windows designed by Kemp to illus- 
trate the story of the borough of South- 
wark. Of the nave windows, those on the 
south side now lost commemorated 
dramatists associated with Southwark— 
Alleyn, Beaumont, Fletcher, Massinger, 
and Shakespeare. 


Fixed Wages for Builders. 

NecotiaTions now taking place between 
building employers and operatives are 
expected to lead to an early agreement 
of a guaranteed wage for all workers 
engaged on Government building con- 
tracts. These talks arise under the Essen- 
tial Works Order made by Mr. Bevin, 
Minister of Labour, a fortnight ago. 
Some modification of the Order may be 
sought, but when agreed the wage may 
be based on a 44-hour week. In that 
event the skilled craftsman will be 
guaranteed £4 0s. 8d. a week, and the 
labourer £3 2s. 4d. a week, according to 
the present rates of pay an hour. 

Under the Order, states the Daily Tele- 
graph, the agreement would be confined 
to men on Government work, but it is 
possible that once the principle of a 
guaranteed wage is accepted it may lead 
to a general application to all men in the 
building industry. 

It is believed that the Ministry of 
Labour and the Ministry of Works and 
Buildings have worked out a scheme for 
providing a pool of building operatives

War Pictures by Firemen Artists, 

A seLection of 100 paintings, drawings, 
ete., of fire service subjects by members 
of the London Fire Services is on view 
in the Conference Hall at the County 
Hal]. The exhibits are almost wholly by 
members of the A.F.S., and not by the 
professional firemen, The A.F.8. appears 
to have attracted many professional 
artists, who in some instances have recog- 
nised the possibilities of subject-matter 
which is not commonly depicted. 

The artists have recorded their subjects 
with vigour and surety, no matter what 
they be—portraiture, actual fires, still- 
life, humour, ete. It ig not surpris- 
ing that Sir Kenneth Clark, Director of 
the National Gallery, hag been so im- 
pressed by the high standard of the work 
that he has arranged for the purchase of 
three of the works on behalf of H.M. 
Government. These are No. 71, “ Por- 
trait of a Messenger,” by Auxiliary Fire- 
man Bernard Hailstone; No. 78, “ Auxi- 
liary Fireman Working from a Roof,” 
by Auxiliary Fireman W. Matvyn 
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Wright; and No. 79, “Rescuing a 
Trapped Comrade from a Bombed Fire 
Station, Streatham, October, 1940,” by 
Auxiliary Fireman Rudolph Haybrook. 
These pictures are historical records of 
the happenings of the present time, and 
other galleries should grasp the oppor- 
tunity of acquiring records, of which 
there are so many excellent subjects to 
choose from. 

The humorous drawings and pencil 
studies also reach a high standard, and 
many are desirable. The general stan- 
dard of work is so high that we refrain 
from mentioning individual examples 
except those purchased for the Govern- 
ment. Fire service appears to have in- 
spired and vitalised contemporary artists; 
few if any indefinite or “ puzzle” pic- 
tures are shown. There is a possibility 
of the pictures going on exhibition in 
America ag an illustration of a British 
war effort. The pictures were chosen by 
a committee of artists consisting of Sir 
Walter Russell, Keeper of the Royal 
Academy, Mr. J. B. Manson, late Director 
of the Tate Gallery, and Mr. Graham 
Sutherland. 


Sheffield Central Planning. 

Suerrie.p Town Planning and Civic 
Centres Committee have decided to. pro- 
ceed actively with the central planning 
scheme, and are seeking to secure the 
release from duties in the R.A.F. of Mr. 
C. G. Craven, the Town Planning Officer. 
Before the war, Mr. Craven collaborated 
with Professor Patrick Abercrombie and 
Mr. R. Nicholas, then City Engineer, in 
preparing the central plan. 


Leicestershire Social Reconstruction Survey. 

A soctat reconstruction survey, in 
readiness for peace, is being undertaken 
in Leicester and Leicestershire, under the 
auspices of Nuffield College, Oxford. The 
object is to advise the War Cabinet on 
any matters of social planning on which 
Mr. Greenwood’s department and Lord 
Reith’s department may wish for help. 
Mr. H. A. Silverman, director of Vaughan 
College, Leicester, is undertaking the 
survey. 


A Municipal Election, Oxford. 

Mrs. Joun Warrz, A.R.1.B.A., has been 
elected to the Oxford City Council. Mrs. 
White, who was the first woman architect 
to be employed by the London County 
Council, was trained at the Liverpool 
School of Architecture, and was for a 
time in Sir Herbert Baker's office. She is 
a member of the Berks, Bucks and Oxon 
Joint Regional Planning Committee. 


L.C.C. Architect's Staff Retirements. 


Me. H. J. T. Kusstewnrrs, F.S8.1., a 
principal technical assistant in the 
L.C.C. Architect's Department, retired 
on February 21. In stating this the 
General Purposes Committee remark : 
“ He rendered valuable assistance in the 
drafting of the new building by-laws 
(1938) . . . he has proved himself an ex- 
perienced and talented officer.” 

Due to retire on March 22 is Mr. E. E. 
Barks, A.R.I.B.A., a senior technical 
assistant. The Committee state: “‘ He 
has served in both the statutory and con- 
structional divisions of the department, 
and is a zealous and experienced officer.” 


OBITUARY 


Mr. S. D. Meadows, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to record the death of Mr. 
S. D. Meadows, F.R.I.B.A., who was 
formerly superintending architect to the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
and Housing Inspector to the Minister of 
Health. For the last seven years Mr. 
Meadows was principal architect and 
surveyor to the Commissioners of Crown 
Lands, succeeding the late C. E. Varndell. 
‘He was 52. 

He was trained at the Leicester College 
of Art and at London University, where 
he won a prize for architectural design. 
He twice exhibited at the Royal Academy, 
having a gift for water-colour drawings 
and caricature as well as for architec- 


tural draughtsmanship. In the last war’ 


he served as private in the Royal Sussex 
Regiment and as captain in the Royal 
Engineers, going to France with the 36th 
Division and later to Mesopotamia as 
Deputy Assistant Director of Roads. 
From there he went to Singapore where, 
in association with Mr. A. Gordon, 
F.R.1.B.A., the municipal architect, he 
designed the new municipal offices. He 
also practised in Colombo. He was the 
author of a book on “ Eastern Bunga- 
lows.”

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POST-WAR RECONSTRUCTION 
R..B.A. MEMORANDUM 


Tue followtag memorandum has been 
submitted to the Minister of Works and 
Buildings by the R.1.B.A. 

The Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects exists for the purpose of promoting 
the art of architectare in town and coun- 
try. In the work of post-war reconstruc- 
tion, every member of this Institute is 
directly interested; for the problems of 
reconatruction are precisely those which 
com: within the purview of the archi- 
tect’s professional activities. The Royal 
Institute as a whole, representative of 
the vast majority of the most fully quali- 
fied architects in the kingdom, feels its 
responsibilities in. this matter towards 
the community, whose interests in the 
field in question it~and it alone—is able 
to serve in a comprehensive and repre- 
sentative way. 

The training and practical experience 
of the qualified architect bring him 
into contact not only with the design of 
buildings but with major and ancillary 
problems connécted with it. Town plan- 
ning, transport, planning for industry, 
housing, finance, legal questions, organi- 
sation and administration of projects of 
construction, are all matters which be- 
come daily familiar to architects with ex- 
tensive practices. For the practice of 
architects to-day is not confined solely to 
plan and elevation, still less to trans- 
forming works of practical building into 
ordered architectural coherence. The 
qualified architect is a man conversant 
with those same factual problems of 
broad aspect which confront a Minister 
of Works and Buildings, a Minister of 
Planning, a Minister of Reconstruction. 

The policy of the Royal Institute of 
British architects towards post-war plan- 
ning and building is based on its long 
experience of ordered ard effective .ap- 
proach towards problems of this kind. 
This experience leads conclusively to a 
few simple but important directives. 
Amongst these are the necessity (a) for 
policy to precede planning; (b) for 
planning to precede execution; (c) for 
wotk to be both conceived and exacuted 
through full utilisation of the trained 
technical ski of the professional and 
trade elements.which comprise the build- 
ing industry; aad in accordance with a 
procedure the practical value of which 
has been proved by decades of experi- 
ence. 

The Royal Institute considers that 
architects are a vital part of the build- 
ing industry, that ita architect members 
form a learned society within its indus- 
try through the nature of their training 
and calling, but that they remain fully 
cognisant of their réle as creative work- 
ing members of a great industrial com- 
munity. The Royal Institute dissociates 
itself moat categorically from any other 
points of view. It realises also that this 
is the oceasion for the architect to take 
the lead among the other professions con- 
cerned in planning, designing and build- 
ing for reconstruction. The policy of the 
Royal Institute, at this juncture which 
offers such wide possibilities for the im- 
provement of living and working condi- 
tions, is that of ration with those 
Government age are charged 
with a solution of the problems involved. 
It therefore offers its experience and 
assistance, not only as t in building 
industry activities, separately and 
parallel in its own ialised field. 

The Roya? Mstitute asks of the Minister 
of Works and Buildings that its offer of 
immediate assistance should not be con- 


sidered as a routine or empty gesture of 
co-operation. As a unique body of techni- 
cians and specialists, it has the right and 
duty to ask that on the problems of con- 
struction and reconstruction which con- 
cern the country it should be consulted, 
that its resources and experience should 
be utilised, and that Government policy 
should include consultation with the 
Institute as a preliminary to the making 
of far-reaching décisions on building and 
rebuilding policy. 

It has a right and duty to ask that its 
machinery, well established as it is, 
should be utilised, and that any Govern- 
ment Department charged with fresh and 
inspiring problems concerning ithe coun- 
try’s welfare shouki be alive to the 
errors which have accompanied, and 
will alwaya accompany, all attempts to 
short-circuit (properly qualified advice 
and experience. 

The problems involved im reconstruc- 
tion, in particular, are so complicated 
that there is a danger of basic solutions 
being discarded in favour of experi- 
mentation based on untried assumptions : 
it will be fatally easy to bring about re- 
petition of the mistakes which followed 
after the 1914-18 war. Questions of pub- 
lic authority, of control of licensing, of 
standards and standardisation; those of 
transport, the location of industry, zon- 
ing in general, are but a few with which 
the Ministry has already, no doubt, been 
concerned, but which are also the con- 
cern of the Royal Institute, and upon 
which it holds views to which due 
weight should be accorded. It is con- 
cerned with all legislation, present and 
future, which affecta those whose future 
building plans are already being formu- 
lated and who look to an early pro- 
nouncement on a policy which will define 
their rights and possibilities. It. is con- 
cerned also with the necessity for pro- 
viding an ordered transition back to 
civilian work on the cessation of hostili- 
ties. It is, above all, concerned with all 
plans and schemes for the betterment, 
through works and buildings, of condi- 
tions as they existed in the immediate 
pre-war period; and it will view with 
alarm and disquiet any evidence of at- 
tempts to create such plans without 
proper consideration and without the 
guitiance of those best qualified to assist 
in their formulation.

The Royal Institute is setting up an 
ad hec Committee whose sole duty 
will be to consider the problems of re- 
construction, and invites the Minister to 
enable this Reconstruction Committee to 
function as it should by keeping it in- 
formed of those problems with which his 
Department, and the Institute, are both 
concerned, and by utilising it to assist 
him in the formulation of policy, rather 
than as an organ to be made ware only 
of policy already formulated. 

The matters outlined in this memo- 
tandum are of vital interest to the Roya? 
Institute, and it will be glad of an early 
opportunity of discussing with the Minis- 
ter, through any medium which he may 
think most useful, the most practicat 
method for co-operation. 


LORD REITH’S REPLY.

As you know, I have had in mind 
throughout my preliminary work, the 
great importance of architectural treat- 
ment in planning. Initial consultation: 
had to be iaformal and private, but now 
that we can proceed with a definite pro- 
gramme of work I am seeking your ser- 
vices on the Consultative Panel which 


‘is being set up. I am asking persons 
‘of experiance over the whole field to 


assist me, and I want them to be asao- 
ciated with us from the beginning. 

There is no objection at all so far as 
I am concerned to the publication of the 
memorandum, or indeed any expression 
of the Royal Institute’s views, and with 
reference to the last sentence of the 
memorandum, if you feel that it would 
be of _advantage to bring some repre- 
Seatatives of the War Executive Commit- 
tee to see me at this stage, I need not 
say that I shall be very glad to meet

M.W. Board’s Architectural Work.

WAR-TIME BUILDING PRACTICE 


By R. Cotterell Butler, A.R.I.B.A. 
46.—PROVISIONAL BUILDING. 
3.—CONSTRUCTION : THE USE OF DEBRIS FOR STRUCTURAL PURPOSES 


Before discussing the application of structural systems 
based on the use of new materials, it is interesting to consider 
to what extent the salvage from demolished buildings may 
be employed—with economy—in the erection of emergency 
structures of the type outlined in last week’s Builder. : 

After the demolition of an average English structure— 
possibly after fire—three main classes of debris would seem 
to be worth consideration. 

Metal. Primarily iron, steel and lead, and secondarily, 
brass and copper ; metals recoverable from other debris are 
usually considerably corroded, twisted and otherwise de- 
formed, and sometimes (in the case of lead) melted. While 
it is just possible that use might be made of scrap steel as 
reinforcement, it is certainly unlikely that any extensive 
economic use could be made of other salvaged metals 
without their being totally reformed. 

TmBER. Recovered timber—while frequently consider- 
able in quantity—is often extensively fragmented, certainly 
well filled with metal spikes and in older localities much 
warped. The labour required to re-use this debris for any- 
thing other than purely improvised structures would be 
likely to render any such project. quite uneconomic. The 
possibilities of pulping, removing metallic particles (usually 
ferrous, and therefore easily removable magnetically) and 
reforming salvaged timber as a crude form of walling 
material should certainly be investigated. 

Russie. The considerable disintegration of masonry, 
brickwork and tile which results from the direct hit of a 
high calibre bomb, provides a proportion of very usable 
rubble, which fs not often difficult to handle. It is with 
this type of debris that we are primarily concerned. 

MATERIALS: LABOUR. 

The re-use of any form of debris involves considerable 
labour, but if it is possible to arrange for this to be of such 
a level that the saving effected by using rubble as against 
new materials is not offset by labour costs, the proposition 
may be considered practicable. 

The possibility of extremely high labour costs occurring 
must always be taken into full consideration. For instance, 
it would be practically certain to be quite uneconomical to 
build up broken bricks in random rubble fashion. In con- 
sidering the use of rubble we are concerned with a material 
replacing brick and aggregates ; the raw materials for both of 
these are not intrinsically costly, and plant and labour are 
the primary expenses. It becomes, therefore, all the more 
important that no scheme using rubble should be con- 
sidered without a careful assessment of the labour involved. 

The major factor which is likely to make the use of rubble 
debris a practicable wartime measure is that of transport.

circumstances the supply of masonry and tes in 
areas requiring provisional buildings involves considerable 
transport. The possibilities of obviating much of this by 
using local rubble must play an important part in the 
economics of emergency building. 

RUBBLE AS AGGREGATE, As far as the chemical behaviour 
of materials indicates, used brick, stone and Portland 
cément concrete fragments should be quite suitable for the 
construction of wall elements for the types of building under 
discussion. Obviously such materials—even when com- 
pletely cleaned of mortar particles—may not be expected 
to produce concrete capable of exhibiting mechanical 
properties equivalent to concretes based on granite flint, or 
other high-strength materials. However, for constructing 
mass-walling for single-storey emergency structures no 
such standard of mechanical strength is necessary. Aggre- 
gate particles should, however, be reasonably free from loose 
mortar, and should be of carefully controlled humidity. 

CONSTRUCTIONAL TECHNIQUES. 

As is usual two fundamental constructional systems are 
possible—in situ construction and prefabrication. 

iN siTU.—The construction im situ of small emergency 
buildings, such as shops, fairly widely distributed, is possibly 
a practicable proposition economically, where the use of 
new material such as brickwork is adopted. It has already 
been suggested that wall building—piece by piece, using 
lumps of brick stone or concrete rubble—would be most 
impracticable on labour costs alone, and the use of rubble 
concrete remains therefore the only alternative, apart from 
the assembly by hand of prefabricated elements made 
of rubble concrete of suitable size for easy handling. 

The disadvantage of in situ concrete techniques is that 
they are rarely practicable where the distribution of work 
is such that the plant and equipment has continually to be 
on the move. The plant necessary for the efficient and rapid 
erection of mass-concrete structures from rubble would be 
aggregate crusher, grader and washer, mixer and permanent 
shuttering. Where extensive structures are to 
be built at one point so that contmual movement of the 
plant from one locality to another will not be involved, 
in situ mass-construction should be satisfactory. 

The use of preformed building elements suitable for 
manual handling involves much the same organisation and 
many of the principles of prefabrication, and will therefore 
be discussed under that heading. 

PREFABRICATION.—Prefabrication constructional — 
are usually considered to be based upon the use of light, 
relatively easily transportable building elements of com- 
paratively large size. The exception is the system origin- 
ally outlined in these articles—“ site-prefabrication,” where 
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more massive elements are fabricated on or very néar the 
site, and erected mechanically in situ. 

Prefabrication of large-size building elements from 
debris and long-distance transport would seem quite 
ridiculous, but local prefabrication near the district at 
which erection is required, and equally near to or better 
still actually at the local debris dump, offers advantages. 

The problem of moving elaborate in situ plant from one 
small site to another is eliminated, and the general organisa- 
tion for the grading and ge poate of debris is centralised. 
The question of the extent of prefabrication which may be 
found desirable is one which may be determined only by 
taking into consideration local and general factors. 

The larger the prefabricated unit, the smaller the in situ 
jointing work necessary, and in general the object in working 
out a local prefabrication scheme would be to employ as 
large a building element as possible. 

Prefabrication systems using “ mass” materials may be 
approximately classified as follows :— 

1. Maximum sized element capable of being handled 
conveniently and rapidly by ONE operative. 

2. Maximum element for rapid handling by man- 
power alone. (Probably Two and certainly not more 
than FOUR men.) 

3. Maximum element for erection by manually- 
operated hoist. 

4. Maximum element for erection by light mechani- 
cally-operated hoist. 

5. Maximum element for erection by cantilever 
gantry, inverted “ U ” gantry or other heavy duty plant. 

Since we are primarily concerned with temporary single- 
storey structures and equally since a certain measure of 
plant will be required and extensive in situ work is for a 
number of reasons undesirable, systems based on erection 
methods 3 and 4 are most likely to prove satisfactory. 

HANDLING PREFABRICATED ELEMENTS COMPOSED OF “ MASS” 
MaTERIALS..-Three essential factors are involved here : 

(a) The development of a suitably designed prefabricated 
element capable of transport 


(c) The design of a hoist to operate the grab. 
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and erection without damage. 
(6) The design of a suitable grab for handling the element.

Foundation posts and similar short elements may be 
conveniently handled by means of a scissor grab, located 
in slots in the sides of the element. Reinforced members 
such as beams may similarly be handled without fear of 
damage, provided the top side is always clearly marked and 
maintained in that position at all times. 

Where elements have to be hoisted into position by 
means of hand-operated tackle, very large wall units will 
not be expected, and usually these will be sufficiently strong 
to withstand handling by similar means. Large wall- 
elements to be hoisted by means of a mechanically-operated 
hoist (even though of simple type) may not have sufficient 
internal strength to stand being lifted by slots in the fabric 
itself. Under these circumstances the element may be 
built up on, or cast with, a reinforced base-beam taking the 
grab slots and supporting the element in transit. 

For small emergency structures, excessively large wall 
elements of the type suggested as being practicable for 
systematised-site-prefabrication where a large gantry is used 
for positioning, would not seem desirable, and grab cradles 
for such elements need not be discussed. 

In connection with the selection of a suitable hoist or the 
evolution of suitable elements for handling with a given 
hoist, it is important to realise that the capacity of a hoist 
of the type indicated as being suitable for the light work 
under consideration, will be determined largely by the 
distance from the “ spotting point” at which the hoist 
must operate. 

It will be seen from the graph and diagrams that the 
capacity of a given power plant operating a hoist falls off 
rapidly with an increase in the distance between the base 
and the lifting plane. Therefore, it is essential to employ 
either narrow structures, or for maximum economy to arrange 
for the hoist to operate from all round the structure. Where 
heavy panels must be handled at some distance from the 
hoist, the fixed cantilever type would possibly be used. 
Such a problem would not aris> in connection with the 
small structures being discussed.

WIMBLEDON SCHOOL OF ART 


Piaxninoe.—In the planning of the 
new Art School at Wimbledon, the 
architects were faced with the prob- 
lem of a restricted site and the 
desirability of preserving as far as 
possible the pleasant lawns and 
trees belonging to a house which 
was demolished to make way for 
the new building. 


For these reasons an L-shaped 
plan was adopted, which is mainly 
of two floors with the exception of 
the block facing Merton Hall-road, 
which has three floors, and the 
students’ cloakrooms, etc., which 
are single-storeyed only. 

The entrance vestibule, which has 
two telephone booths, ‘serves the 
secretary's room and the library, 
and leads to the exhibition hall, 
which measures 76ft. 9in. by 16 ft. 
6in. This in turn gives further 
access to the inquiries counter of 
the secretary’s room and the library, 
also to the Principal’s room, staff- 
room, a store for finished works, 
general store and janitor. A door in 
the Prineipal’s room opens into his 
studio with an adjacent cloakroom 
and lavatory. 

At the south-east end of the ex- 
hibition hall, and at right. angles to 
it, is the main corridor with two 
staircases. On its north-west side 
is a range of working rooms over- 
looking the lawns. They are: 
Lecture room; Architectural room, 
with sample room; Pottery, with 
kiln and casting room; Modelling; 
and Metalwork. At the north-west 
end of the corridor, next to a 
students’ entrance and exit, is a 
large woodwork shop 1,000 aq. ft. 
in area, with its stores. 

The separate cloakrooms, lava- 
tories and latrines for the male and 
female students are grouped between 
the two staircases and to each side 
of a central main students’ entrance. 


The basement for the heating 
plant is situated under the staff- 
room at the south-east end of the 
building and is approached by a 
tar-sprayed concrete road. 

On the first floor the accommo- 
dation is as follows: Students’ 
common-room and canteen, with a 
small kitchen; and _ studios for 
painting and decorating, and litho- 
graphy and etching, with a stone- 
washing room. All these are afforded 
north-east aspect. Off the main 
corridor, with a north-west aspect, 
are studios for Design and Display 
(with a raised platform); Elemen- 
tary Art; Painting; and Life; with 
models’ cloakroom adjacent. 

The third-floor rooms are: Dress 
Designing; Embroidery; Millinery 
and Dress Decoration; and minor 
crafts. All working rooms are fully 
equipped, and each has its own 
store. 

InteRNAL FrnisHes. — Principal’s 
room, Principal’s studio, Secretary’s 
room, library, staff-room and 
students’ common room are finished 
with Jarrah wood-block floor and 
plaster walls and ceiling. All work- 
ing rooms, with the exception of 
the casting room, are finished as 
follows: Jarrah wood-block floors, 
and painted fair-face brick dadoes, 
with distempered fair-face _brick- 
work above. The casting room and 
corridors have granolithic floors 
and skirtings and painted fair-face 
brick dadoes, with distempered fair- 
face brick walls above. The Princi- 
pal’s, male and female staff and 
models’ cloaks have granolithic 
floors and skirtings, and Keene’s 
cement painted dadoes, with dis- 
tempered plaster walls above. 
Students’ cloakrooms, lavatories and 
latrines have grano floors, South- 
water brick dadoes, and distempered 
fair-face brickwork above. Stair- 
cases have granolithic treads and 


coping. 

All the working rooms have 
natural cross ventilation. The light- 
ing of the rooms devoted to paint- 
ing, elementary art, design and 
display has been effected by an 
economical form of construction 
which successfully supersedes the 
north-light roof which prevailed 
before the general use of rein- 
forced concrete. The roof slab and 
beams are cranked so that there is 
a height of 15 ft. in the rooms at 
the window wall, which gradually 
diminishes to 11 ft. 6in. at a point 
about 5ft. from the inner wall 
where the ceiling becomes level. 
This may be seen from an illustra- 
tion on facing page. There is a 
tank-room over each staircase. 
Future extension has been provided 
for above the woodwork shop. The 
school is heated by a low-pressure 
hot-water system, with separate 
system for hot-water supply to 
lavatories and sinks. 

The design and supervision of the 
erection of the school were by Messrs. 
Jarvis & Richards, F.R.I.B.A., 
Architects to the Surrey Education 
Committee. The builders were 
Messrs. Wm. F. Blay, Ltd., of 
London and Dartford. The princi- 
pal sub-contractors were : —

WIMBLEDON SCHOOL OF ART. 
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CITY OF COVENTRY 
HOUSING SCHEME 


A PROGRESS REPORT. 


Tue City of Coventry housing scheme, 
which has aroused widespread interest, is 
now sufficiently advanced t) show details of 
the structural system adopted. The scheme 
consists of some 2,000 houses on various 
sites, and is under the direction of the City 
Architect, Mr. D. E. E. Gibson, M.A., 
A.R.LB.A., A.M.T.P.I. It marks a definite 
development in English planning and con- 
structional standards. 

Planning. is 

As can be seen from the plans, access space 
is reduced to a minimum, and the spans 
have been largely standardised and reduced 
to economical limits to suit the concrete floors 
and roofs. Walls on the ground and first 
floors coincide so that there is no eccentric 
load on the concrete first floor, all loads being 
taken directly and simply to the ground. The 
larder walls have been thickened and the 
size of the larder increased to form an air- 
raid shelter which will take three-tier bunks, 
and additional ventilation is also provided. 
The plans and progress photographs illustrate 
a standard three-bedroom, wide frontage 
parlour type of house, and the directions of 
the floor spans are marked on the plans. 

There are, of course, other types of houses 
in the scheme, but the plan illustrated may 
be taken as typical of the careful considera- 
tion which has been given to planning, 
design, structure, site layout and block 


grouping. 


Constructional Outline. 
Structure. 

Walls : 1l-in. cavity brickwork; cavity in 
walls below damp-proof course filled with 
concrete. Partitions: 44-in. brickwork or 
2-in. breeze. Damp-proof course: Horizon- 
tal—two courses slate; vertical (round win- 
dow openings) “‘ Ledcore.’’

Staircases: Precast concrete steps with 
cement string mopstick handrail. 

Other Details. 

Door trims: Pressed metal. Windows : 
Metal specials. Window sills: Buff quarry 
tiles. Guttering and Rainwater Pipes : 
Asbestos cement. 

Finishes. 

Ground floor: Living-room and parlour, 
“*Granwood ”’ blocks ; Gethens buff quarry 
tiles with coved skirtings. First floor : 
4.50-mm. plain brown linoleum fixed direct to 
topping of ‘‘ Myko”’ floor ‘with ‘‘ Syntha- 
prufe’’ compound, Walls: Plaster. Roofs : 
Three-ply eg bituminous felt with 
gravel finish. Ceilings: Plaster board with 
skimming coat; joints scrimmed. 


Constructional Details. 

Suspended Floors and Roofs.—The 
‘‘Myko”’ floor, which is a type of concrete 
floor construction specifically developed for 
domestic work, is being used at Coventry for 
all suspended floors and roofs. Mass-produc- 
tion methods are essential for a housing 
scheme of this size, and these methods have 
been organised by the designers of the floor 
in conjunction with the responsible sub- 
contractors, units sufficient for some 650 to 
700 sq. yd. of floor or roof being produced 
in one working day. 

Turning now to the construction of the 
floor itself, it can be seen from the drawing 
that the ‘‘ Myko”’ floor is a combination of 
precast and in situ concrete. The beams are 
precast, and consist of a layer of high-grade

THE BUILDING INDUSTRY AFTER THE WAR 
ADDRESS TO HOUSING CENTRE. 


Ix an address given to the Housing 
Centre on Tuesday, March 18, Mr. 
Morray Lestiz (Associate Editor of The 
Builder) surveyed the task in front of the 
building industry, and gave his personal 
views on how the industry might be 


organised to meet the post-war con- 
struction. Miss Jocetyn ApsBURGHAM, 
L.R.1.B.A., was in the chair. 


The speaker said that he was going to 
make no guess at the total volume of post- 
war building, but the replacement of war- 
damaged buildings (estimated by Professor 
Keynes at a full year’s building already), the 
making up of housing arrears, the erection 
of factories for post-war industrial develop- 
ment, and the making good of obsolescent 
buildings would keep the building industry 
busy for years to come,

15,000 architects, 50,000. builders, and over a | 
million operatives, together with structura! | 


engineers, quantity surveyors, and materials 
manufacturers.

Especially had the components of 
‘the industry been at fault in their tendency 
to approach the Government individually 
rather than collectively. They had not yet 
,learned the lesson that while a single stick 
imight easily be snapped, a bundle of sticks 
presented a quite different problem. 

The speaker then described the building 
trade’s part in the war. The industry, he 
said, would come pretty badly out of the 
Reports of the Select Committee for National 
Expenditure had the industry really been 
concerned. ‘‘In fact, the rank and_ file 
of the building trade never was engaged in 
the period covered by those reports, the 
Service Departments, instead of taking the 
best professional advice offered them, prefer- 
ring to place themselves in the hands of a 
small group of contractors, some of. whom 
Were genuine builders, but others who are 
not éntitled to that dignified title.’’ The 
result was that an examination of five typical 
militia camps showed costs varying between 
24 and 4} times the amounts of the estimates. 
‘*In fairness to the industry these matters 
should be investigated to the hilt, and where 
cases of misdemeanour are proved, the prin- 
cipals of the firms concerned should be barred 
from further activities. There is no place in 
post-war reconstruction for such as these.” 

Lessons drawn from this were, first, that 
a better qualified directional headquarters 
staff was needed.

Lord Reith had recognised that 
Tact b af aN 3 a department under 
General Appleyard which would set up vir- 
tual area building controllers, with the 
responsibility of organising local labour and 
materials, technical skill and constructional 
executives. ‘‘ Though intended primarily to 
repair essential war factories,” said the 
speaker, ‘it requires little stretch of the 
imagination to visualise it extended to post- 
war reconstruction, and to see in it the key 
to the future of the building world. 

“Under such a schemé, and in éonjunctio 
with a long-term plan, the building trade 
could be employed to fullest capacity and to 
best advantage. Manufacturers of materials 
would be able to plan their production for 
years ahead, and this, together with a proper 
degree of standardisation, should keep mate- 
rials prices to the lowest and also enable a 
sores flow of fresh blood into the operative 
side. 

“* Builders may find some alteration in their 
position. They would be largely executives 
rather than principals operating for ain, and 
instead of having to maintain staffs for the 
purpose of tendering for work, would find the 
work ready to their hand. It is doubtfal 
whether we shall see much of the old system 
of tendering which, by reason of the evils to 
which it has given rise, would be superseded 
by a system of building based on bills of 
quantities and schedules. These would be 
priced and medsured—here the quantity sur- 
veyors will come in, in their proper place as 
building accountants—and the builder would 
be paid.a profit relative to the amount of 
capital involved in the work. That profit 
may be smaller, but if the Diilder is relieved 
of the expense of maintaining idle establish- 
ments and of the cost of unsuccessful tender- 
ing, he should be better off rather than 
worse. 2 

“For the operatives, the scheme should 
mean a guaranteed working week, holidays 
with pay, and conditions which would attract 
a proper flow of ap ices. There should be 
full work for the architects also, and the 
day might soon come when no plan would be 
submitted to local by-laws—which, it might 
be hoped, would by then have reached some 
kind of national uniformity—that was not 
signed by a registered architect. 

‘* But, in addition, there should be an open- 
ing for architects which they are particularly 
qualified to fill. I refer to the positions of 
building controllers in ci These 
queterare really the keynote to the success of 
any such plan as I have outlined. These ¢on- 
trollers must be men of vision, / practical 
ability, decision and high integrity, they 
could architects, engineers, builders, or 
anyone who has the right make-up, but I 
believe that the architect has, by virtue of 
his training and natural position of authority 
in the building trade, the right qualifications 
for the job.”

Sin,—Mr. Woodward, in his letter 
under the above title in your issue of 
the 14th inst., haa clearly failed to under- 
stand the solid legal foundation upon 
which rests the right of the Architects 
Registration Council to express its 
opinion, by way of reprimand or other- 
wise, upon the professional conduct of 
an architect. Consequently, lest anyone 
be misled by his partial and inaccurate 
representation of the case, it is necessary 
to set out the simple legal principles 
which are applicable in this instance. 

1. Any person under the law of England 
has the right to say or write anything 
he chooses except in so far as he is pre- 
vented by law, and this applies equally 
to statutory bodies as to private persons; 
nor is there any provision in the Archi- 
tects Registration Acts limiting this free- 
dom of speech and writing. 

Accordingly, the Architects Registra- 
tion Council have the right to express 
their opinion by way of censure on the 
eonduct of an architect—to that architect 

just as much as they have the right to 
congratulate the President of the Royal 
Academy on his appointment to his high 
office. 

2. An adverse opinion can only be 
libellous if repeated to a third party— 
and not even then if the occasion is one 
of privilege, either absolute or qualified. 

A professional body is not only entitled 
to express its opinion of his conduct to 
one of its members, but may publish the 
statement to other members of the pro- 
fession, provided that such publication is 
made bona-fide and without malice—an 
example of qualified privilege. 

Although in fact no express statutory 
authority is necessary, the Architects 
Registration Council are further fortified 
in their position by Section 7 of the 
Architects (Registration) Act, 1931, from 
which it is clear that the investigation of 
professional conduct is one of the statu- 
tory functions of the Council. 

As to the concluding paragraph of Mr. 
Woodward's letter, the Council have pub- 
lished a Code of Conduct for the guidance 
f architects, and in this connection the 
following extracts from the opinion of the 
late Mr. Colquhoun Dill, Senior Convey-

Sir,—The proposal put forward by the 
Architecture and Public Utilities Advi- 
sory Committee of the Ministry of Labour 
that architects should be reserved has 
been reconsidered but rejected by the 
Government. It has, however, been 
agreed that the deferment of architects 
should continue on existing lines, and as 
Chairman of the Advisory Committee I 
have been authorised to make the present 
procedure known. 

Individual application for the defer- 
ment of architects fully engaged on air- 
raid damage repair work in any area, 
whether or not they are directly employed 
by a Government Department or Local 
Authority, may be made to the appro- 
priate Ministry, i.e., Ministry of Health 
or Ministry of Home Security. 

In addition, the Ministry of Transport, 
subject to consultation with the Central 
Register, may apply for deferment of 
architects employed -by railway com- 
panies. 

The present official scheme thus pro- 
vides for the deferment of those who are 
fully engaged on air-raid damage work, 
or presumably upon any other work of 
vital importance, but this can only apply 
if they are so engaged at the time when 
they are called up.

Before erec 
tion, however, it has been the custom of the 
electrical engineer to copy our design almost 
line for line, particularly the main details and 
dimensions, and reissue the drawing with the 
engineer's name prominently displayed on it. 
our name being omitted, and this drawing 
embodied with the avecification and contract 
documents. 

When we have had the job of building the 
chimney we have taken no objection to this 
practice and have made no comment or com 
plaint. We would like to know, however, if 
the engineer or his successor is able to 
instruct another contractor to erect a second 
chimney to the same design without our per- 
mission or without the payment of a fee to us

A correspondent writes as follows :—When 
the engineer reissues the design under his 
own name he is infringing the copyright in 
the design, the design being the property of 
the inquirers until it is paid for. It is under- 
standable that no objection would be made 
to this illegal practice where the inquirers 
themselves are chosen to build the chimney, 
and it might well be said that they are 
remunerated in the contract price for the 
building of the chimney. 

It follows from the above that another 
contractor cannot be instructed to build 
either a first or a second chimney to the same 
design without permission or without the 
payment of a fee to the inquirers, and they 
should therefore sue for a fee, and, if neces- 
sary, for an infringement of the copyright 
in the design.

Brick Chimneys: Copyright of Design. 

Sin,—We have experienced several in- 
stances, particularly with electricity under- 
takings, of being called upon to design a 
brick chimney which has been subsequently 
erected to clients’ satisfaction. Before erec 
tion, however, it has been the custom of the 
electrical engineer to copy our design almost 
line for line, particularly the main details and 
dimensions, and reissue the drawing with the 
engineer's name prominently displayed on it. 
our name being omitted, and this drawing 
embodied with the avecification and contract 
documents. 

When we have had the job of building th 
chimney we have taken no objection to this 
practice and have made no comment or com 
plaint. We would like to know, however, i/ 
the engineer or his successor ia able to 
instruct another contractor to erect a second 
chimney to the same design without our per- 
mission or without the payment of a fee to us

A correspondent writes as follows :—When 
the engineer reissues the design under his 
own name he is infringing the copyright in 
the design, the design being the property of 
the irfquirers until it is paid for. It is under 
standable that no objection would be made 
to this illegal practice where the inquirer: 
themselves are chosen to build the chimney 
and it might well be said that they are 
remunerated in the contract price for the 
building of the chimney. 

It follows from the above that meathes 
contractor cannot be instructed to build 
either a first or a second chimney to the same 
design without permission or without the 

payment of a fee to the inquirers, and they 
ay therefore sue for a fee, and, if neces- 
sary, for an infringement of the ‘copyright 
in the design.
